CIS: That stands for COMPUSERVE IN- 
FORMATION SERVICE. The definition 
is for those of you not familiar 
with the service. 


BASICS-Here I am again! As I prom— 
ised last time, I will now start you 
on a basic course on CIS. 


I am assuming that you have your 
modem hooked up and your software in 
Place. I am also basing this series 
on the use of the 2658 modem. 


STEP i: With the main menu of either 
MTERM I or II on the screen, choose 
option "A" for Autodial. Type in the 
number for CIS. (Portland area users 
dial 2321072). Readers in other 
areas will have to look up the 
number in your starter kit or manual 
to access CIS. Once connection is 
made, you must enter a CONTROL C. Gn 
our computer this is done by press-— 
ing SHIFT 7, release all keys, then 

press the "C". DO NOT PRESS ENTER! 
STEP 2: The system will now ask = for 
your USER ID? You must type in your 
#. For our lesson, I will use the 
Demo #, 77770,1@1. Then the system 
will ask for your PASSWORD? Now type 
in your password. Again for our les-— 
son, I will use FREE-DEMO. If you 
have made no errors, you will be 
"on-line" and data will appear. 


From here you can go to literally 
19@@’s of different places. With our 
demo, you will be told something 
about the system and allowed to look 
at some of the available services. 
You will not be able to access any 
of them in this demo mode. To gain 
access, you must buy your starter 
kit and become a subscriber. I wiil 
emphasize that there is NO CHARGE 
UNLESS YOU LOG ON. There is no 
monthly fee.

Never having had the opportunity ¢o 
learn about or use Ga large printer, 
the purchase of an Olivetti 2386 
Printer was the start of @ Frust- 
rating experience, There was no one 
local to turn to for specific help, 


The interface IJ @lected to use was 
the A & J. The first documentation 
did get the printer into operation 
with LLIST and LPRINT but it did not 
have @ speaking acquaintance with 
any word precessor. Later an improv- 
ed version wae available which was 
Supposed te work with Tasword 2 but 
at wouldn’t, JrRem much later @ corre 
ection of 32 POKES did the trick and 
NOw it was POSsible to do some real 
text work, 


The next problem was the lack of 
Similarity of Printer codes between 
the Epson (Tasword uses) and the 
Clivetts:, The Olivetti manual is not 
for the inexperienced! The purchase 
of a bpeok led me thru the dot matrix 
printer mystery which gave me an 
idea of What it wae about, At last 
there was understanding about 
Printer codes and IJ was beginning to 
get the drift of the manual use of 
codes, J won't go into these codes 
NOW but more on this later, maybe in 
Times Design magazine, 


Later JTasword codés and even the 
HELP! page 1 thart were revised to 
Fit the Olivetti codes, At last the 
printer codes could be used to make 
the word processor work, 

Further steps includéd MSCRIFT, Os 
64 system, and the Oliger printer 
interface, What a hassel to learn 
about each one and to get the 
Olivetti working with each, J really 
didn’t need this IF but the Oliger 
is campatable wath programs uvEeing 
the BERCO system, and I did have the 
Cliger mather board and the Oliger 
disk system, 


There are problems to using single 
Sheets af paper, The friction drive 
Will work once the paper is squared 
UP but there is no left guide, The 


end of printing is about = inches 
from the end of the Sheet because oF 
& Switch location, Using the pin 
drive for half wide mailing labels 


it limited to using the left pin 


drive as the right one won’t move 
Far enough, If the user changes 
Paper often the right pin driver has 
to be adjusted each time as it does
